The modification of your Judicial System, made two years 
ago, has met with general approbation, with the exception 
of objections to the.

amendment of the law will soon remove. Partial evils or 
temporary inconveniences ought not to induce the abandon- 
ment of a system in its character and principles sound. A 
reasonable degree of stability in the laws and institutions, 
is essential to the happiness and prosperity of every commu- 
nity, and it is right and proper that every measure which 
has received the sanction of every branch of the Legislative 
department, should have a full and fair experiment. It is 
confidently believed, that the Judicial System of Arkansas, 
with a little amendment, is equal to any in the’Union, . and 
it would be-rash and unwise-to repeal it hastily. To make 
the County Court System fulfil the expectations of its authors, 
and accomplish the objects for which it was designed, it will 
be necessary and proper-to provide a better compensation 
for the Judges, and this can be done without drawing on the 
Treasury, by a tax on Letters of Administration, Probate 
of Wills, and other process and proceedings of that tribu- 
nal. This would bring on the bench, and induce their con- 
tinuance, . business-men qualified to ‘discharge the duties of 
the office. No branch of the civil administration is morë 


-important than that which secures widows, orphans, and 


creditors, against the frauds and peculations of guardians, 
executors and administrators ; and on no subject hare I 
heard so much complaint in tkis Territory, as of the man- 
agement of the estates of deceased persons. To improve

The will of God is entitled to some con- 
sideration; as well as the will of man. Weare told in Ho- 
ty Writ, that ‘‘whoso sheddeth man’s bleod, by man shall 
his blded be shed:”? ‘by. which we are to understand, accor- 
ding to the explanations and examples furnished by Moses, 
that, to kill voluntarily, and not in necessary self-defence, 
is murder, and the murderer shall be given up to the aven- 
gers of blood. If a man hate his neighbor, -and lie # wait 
for him, and rise up against him, and smite him mortally 
that he die; or if he smite his neighbor with an instrument 
of iron, or other deadly weapon, -so that-he die,- he is a 
murderer, according to the law of God, as-delivered by 


- Mose . ‘And the definition of murder, by a distinguished 


English jurisi, corresponds, in substance, with that recorded ` 


by Moses. e lays it down, that, in cases where no pre- 


vious [malice existed, if.one man strike another with a 


. Weapon calculated to produce death, and.death ensues, mal- 


ice will be implied, and the killing will be held murder, be- 
éause'a man who uses such a weapon, unless in defence of 
his own life, or to save his person from great bodily harm, 


shows /a heart regardless of the social tie, and fatally bent 


on mischief, 


, it is confidently believed, that nothing has conduced more 
to disturb the public peace, and impair the security of hu- 
man life, than the mitigation of murder to manslaughter, in 
Gasca bE ordinary provocation, or sudden heat and passion. 
Men should be taught to’bridle their passions, when life is’ 
at stake, and no excuse for shedding blood should be re- 
ceived, but that of necessity. The distinction -between 
murder and voluntary manslaughter should be abolished in. 
‘all cases where a.dirk, pistol or other deadly weapon is used, 
except in necessary self-defence. ` If-a few cases of extra-

exdiaary provocation might form reasonable exceptions to tha 
general rule, it would be better to leave them to the con- 
sideration of the Executive, under the influence of public 
epinion—generally inclined to the side of mercy—than to 
destroy that rule which has been found necessary in all ages 
to the security of human life. Should the General Assembly 
deem it improper or inexpedient to change the Jaw to the 
extent suggested, I trust you will adopt the rule proposed; 
£o as te reachall cases of homicide perpetrated by dirk, pis- 
tol or other deadly weapon, except in cases of self-defence, 
otherwise we shall soon become as famous for using secret 
daggers as the Spaniards have ever been for the use of the 
‘stiletto. A man, conscious of his own integrity of purpose, 
unless he has special reason to apprehend danger, ought not 
to carry such weapons, in the civil and social walks öf life; 
and he who wears them, should be held to a rigid accounta~ 
bility for their use. 

Many subjects which deserve your consideration, have 
probably escaped my notice, and I must trust to your better 
knowledge of the concerns and wants of the people, and the 
defects in the laws or their administration, to supply what I 
may have omitted in this communication. 

For the peace, happiness and general prosperity with 
which we are surrounded, let us offer up our grateful thanks 
to the Author and Giver of every good thing. . 

In conclusion, I have to-assure you of my prompt concur-

Restrictions, cal- 
culated to secire the Jabor of the settler on the.public do- 
main, placed on the locations tobe made, under the act of 
Congress aforesaid,, reduced the value of the donation, or 
reduced this land, at best, on an equality with the unime 
proved lands of the United States, which, on a comparative 
view of the sales at the Land Office at Little Rock, will be 
found, in no case within.the last few years, to have exceeded 
the minimum of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre— 
making the donation worth $8,000. - ES O E

‘Your committee, in making a selection of subjects to re- 
commend, have taken into view the geographical situation 
ofthe Territory, and are of opinion, thatthe benefits to be 
derived from public improvements, by the General Govern- 
ment, should be as equally and eqitably diffused throughout 
the Territory, as may be found practicable. 

Under existing circumstances, the committee -concur in 
the opinion, that the true interest of the Ter ritory, as well 
as the interest.of the General Government, would be more 
effectually promoted, by opening new roads, and the repar- 
ation ef those heretofore established, than by opening and 
improving the navigation of bayous and rivers. An impor- 
tant advantage, as your committee believe, would result 
from opening ef roads from the exterior of the Territory to 
the interior, thereby giving emigrants an opportunity of lo- 
cating themselves in any part or section of the Territory, 
which they may prefer.

GENTLEMEN—The bill, entitled *‘An act disposing of the 


| ten sections of land donated by Congress for the purpose of 


building a hovse at the Seat of Government,’’ has been pre- 
sented tome, on the evening of the 19th instant; and, after 
giving the subject the most mature and impartial considera- 
tion, I have to perform the unpleasant task of returning it 
to your House, in which it originated, with my objections 
to its passage. 

The act of Congress, authorizing the selection of ten sec- 
tions for the purposeof raising a fund to ereet a public build 
ing at this place, There insert, that my views and objections 


‘may be the better understood: 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives of the United States of America in Congress assem~ 


bled, That the Legislature of the Territory of Arkansas be, 


‘and.they are hereby, authorized to select, or canse to be se-. 


lected, a quantity of the unapprapriated public lands in the. 
Territory of Arkansas, not exceeding ten sections, - and in‘ 
portions not less than one quarter section, which is hereby 
granted to said Territory, for the purpose of raising a fund 


for the erection of a public building at Little Rock, the 


| Seat of Government of said Territory. 


“Sec.2. And be it further enacted, That the Legislature - 


| of said Territory be, end they are hereby, authorized to 
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adopt such measures for the sale of said tract of land, or any 
part thereof, at such times and manner, and convey the 


| same by such deeds, as they may deem expedient; and, 
' upon the presentation of such deeds of conveyance as shall 


be adopted hy the Legislature, and given to the purchasers, 
to the Commissioner of the General Land Office, it shall be’ 
the duty of the President to issue patents to the purchasers, 

as in other cases.” -Approved: March 2d, 1831. 

_ These two sections constitute the whole act: of Congress, 
except the title, on which the bill under consideration is. 
based. It will be perceived, that, in the first section of the 
act, the Legislature is authorized to select, or cause to be 
selected, ten sections of land, which ten sections of land is. 


| granted to the Territory. Now, let us inquire what is-grant- 
: ed to the Territory? Not the authority of the Legislature 
` to select, ’ for that is not the subject of the grant; but the 


land to be selected; and the grant to the Territory cannot 
take complete effect, for any particular land, until designa- 
ted by the Legislature, in conformity. to the authority dele- 
gated. The authority is given to the Legislature to select, 
the lard is granted tothe Territory, and 4 complete title 
vests in the Territory, | for the land selected, whenever the: 
selection is made; and may then be described, sold, and 
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@onyeyed by deeds'of conveyance, before a patent issues. 
This is not only the literal, but the fair, import and intent - 
of the first section. But, if. a doubt can be entertained of 
the correctness of this construction of the first section, it is 
entirely removed by the phraseology of the second section, 
which authorizes a sale and conveyance by deed. The, 
idea of a deed of conveyance of an authority to select land, 
is too absurd and preposterous te be tolerated for a moment. 
Congress says to the Legislature of Arkansas, you are au- 
thorized to select ten sections of land, and these ten sec- 
tions we grant, not to you, but tothe Territory. We grant 
to the Territory, not the right to select, but the land tobe 
selectéd; and the authority to select we vest in the Legisla-. 
ture. Congress, then, authorizes the Legislature, not to 
sell their authoriry, buttheland, orany partof it; which 
they are authorized toselect. Land not located must be so 
identified that it can be described with some degiee of 
certainty. Until the ten sections are designated by. selec- 
tion, there is no certain land for a deed to operate on. But, 
if this were notso, and my construction untenable, still it 
would be the imperious duty of:the Legislature to make the 
selection of the ten sections according to the-authority given, 
and let the title vest and be complete in the Territory, 
so thatthe people could understand the value of the do- 
nation made by Congress, and time and opportunity given 
to judge of the disposition of it before it is placed beyond 
their control. Congress. never intended to throw. these ten 
sections of unlocated floating claims into the market for 
Speculation, and it would be premature and unwise in the 
Legislature to sell at hazard the chance of the claim upon 
a conjectural estimate of value. i i 

The bill under consideration does not contemplate a deed 
or deeds of conveyance for land, „but transfers, to Robert 
Crittenden, the claim, and directs warrants to be issued to 
him, authorizing him to select the lands, or his assignee to 
locate them, which, by the first section of the act of Cone 
gress, the Legislature were authorized to do for the benefit 
of the Territory. Congress, in making thisdonation, sup-. 
posed they had furnished an ample fund for the erection of a 
State-House, and, in the abundance of their liberality, ` in- 
tended to save the future State of Arkansas from the neces- 
sity of taxing the people to raise funds for such a building. 
To give the donation the highest possible value, they say. 
you may select it in quarter sections, any and every where, 
and secure forty of the choice and most valuable spots in 
the whole Territory, in preference to all other persons. 
You can have your own time, and can select land as soon as 
surveyed, without waiting for a public sale, or even the ap- 
proval of the surveys. And can it be imagined that forty 
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quarter sections, the choice: spots in this extensive Terr£- 
tory, isnot worth more than the minimum government price 7 
or that it will not be worth more or five times that sum in 
five years from this day? Let us not deceive ourselves or

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| | the people as to the value of these lands, or the expense of 


locating them. The forty quarter sections can be selected 
for two, three, or at most four hundred dollars; and if the 
business is confided to men of known honor, fidelity and 
judgment, I feel assured that these lands will realize. ina 
few years, from twenty to fifty thousand dollars; > and, un- 
der a firm conviction of this result, I owe it to the people of 
this Territory. to withhold my approval and signature from 
the bill referred to. Asthe country increases in population, 
wealth and commerce, lands will rise in price here, as they 
have done in every other part of the western country. We 
are not to estimate the value ef land afew years hence by 
its present price. IF object to the bill under consideration, 
because the lands to be transferred to Mr. Crittenden, far 
exceed in value the house and lots to be received. The 
highest estimate, in ready money, for Mr. Crittenden’s pro- 


perty, would not exceed from six to eight thousand dollars ; 
and ten thousand doHars would be deemed a full price for it 
on a credit of one, two, three, and even four years; and I 


| hazard the opinion with confidence, that the forty quarter 


sections to be located on the choice spots in this extensive 
Territory, would, on asimilarcredit, bring double if not 
treble thatsum. It may not be improper to remark, that 
some of the most valuable lands in this Territory are occupi- 
ed and improved by persons not entitled to the benefit of the 
late pre-emption law, and whether it will be extended to 
embrace them is a matter of great uncertainty. These peo- 
ple, to make sure of their homes, would give much more 
than the minimum price. ` 

I object to this bill, also, because it contemplates the pur- 
chase of a private dwelling, calculated for temporary rather 


| than permanent use. We cannot presume that Congress in- 


tended-such an appropriation, for the temporary accommo- 
dation of the Territorial Legislature ;- but, for a durable 
building, suited to the purposes for which a public building, 
at the Seat of Government, is generally designed. If this 


fund is fairly applied to the erection of a suitable building, 
and shall be found insufficient, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that Congress will afford additional aid to aecomplish 
the object of the donation. But, if itis wasted for tempora- 
ry purposes, no such calculation can be made. Let it be 
applied according to the letter and spirit of the act-of Con- 
gress, to the erection ofa public building at this place, whick 
fairly implies a suitable and durable State-House, with court 
rooms, and office rooms, such as are usually connected with 
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the capitol of a country. When Arkansas shall becomé ex 
State, a Federal Court will be ‘established here, besides- 
the Superior Court. -Rooms are usually provided for these 
Courts in the capitol. For the convenience of people having 
business in these Courts or the public offices, for the con- 
veience of suitors, jurors, witnesses, the members of the 
Legislature, and spectators of the public proceedings of 
the country, it is important that the capitol should be 
placed in or near the populons and settléd parts of the town, 
And not in the suburbs, as is the case with the house to be pur- 
chased’by the bill. The public offices and public property 
derive much security from their vicinity to the people of the 
town, who can afford their aid tn the event of fire, cr other 
casualty. Itisimportant, also, to place the capitol in reach 
of a‘good supply of water. to extinguish fire in case of dan- ’, 
ger or necessity. The objections to the locality of the build- ` 
ing about to be purchased, seem to -me.strong, if not invinci- 
ble. The capitol should be near, and, .if practicable, ia 
view of -the river. A State-House, built with taste and el- 
egance,. near the fine river which passes by this: town, would 
command the admiration and respect of the passing stranger, 
and have-a moral and political influence on the whole com- 
‘munity. - Being the property of. all, it would be the pride 
ofall, and constitute astrong bond of union. Such abuild- 
ing’ would give an impulse to the general improvemént of the 
country. Better houses would soon appear throughout the 
land, and-its whole aspect exhibit a rapid amelioration. | Let 
it be remembered that the people of Arkansas are now, and : 
will soon become in a higher: degree, a proud and high- 
“minded people, and will not long be content with a State- 
House which will not bear a tolerable comparison with the 
capitols of the neighboring States. Instead of an unsuitable 
and inconvenient house in the suburbs of the town, they will, 
sooner or later, have asplendid edifice, in some conspicit- 
ous place, which will attract the attention, and inspire the 
respect, of strangers, and that they can look upon with 
pleasure and pride. It would seem to me that every consid- 
. eration connected with the best interést of this people,should 
prompt the Legislature to commence a building upon a di> 
rable basis, suited, not only for their present but future con< 
dition, and that their representatives cannot rightfully ap- 
. propriate the funds given for any temporary purpose. 
-~ If, T-repeat, the fnnds should fall shortin the progress of 
the work, the people mday-look with confidence to the future 
liberality of Congress, and their own resources. If it be ad& 
visable to commence this building in a short time, as I in- 
` cline to think it is, “it: cannot be finished ivn less than three 
or four years, aud the funds will be wanting from year.ta 
year as the work progresses, To meet these occasional de= 
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tmands,. let two or even three sections of the land be soff 
each year, at a price not less than three dollars per acre.— 
If, however, the Legislature are disposed to value the pro- 
bable advance in price of these lands, they can, when they 
are located, borrow from five to ten thousand dollars, with- 
eutdificulty, for 5, 7, or 10 years, at an interest of five per 
cent., .by pledging the lands, or the proceeds, for the pay- 
ment of the loan. This course would enable you .to avoid 
‘forced'sales, and to dispose of the lands gradually at fair 
prices. ~ > ! 
There seems to me no reason or necessity for hazarding 
any thing in the disposal of these lands at. present. Pru- 
dence and wisdom would seem to require the representatives 
to pause rather than act upon even doubtful ground at the 
present moment. There seems to be no cause for haste or 
precipitancy in granting away a valuable property of this 
people before they can be informed of its value and consulted 
onthe subject. “It would seem to be fair, just and respectful 
tothe people, to whom these lands belong, to give them a 
chance of saying something about them. Letit be borne in 
mind, thatthe step once taken, cannot be retraced; and 
the property once gone from the people, cannct-be-recover- 
ed. A little delay and more consideration-can neither. in- 
jure the members of the Legislature or the people. From 
200 to $400 expended on your present-building, will.render 
you tolerably comfortable for another sessiom or two; andit 
‘is better to bear asmallineonyenience, than to make a pre- 
mature sacrifice of the public property. It is not probable’ 
that the lands, if judiciously selected, will fallin price. |- 
From every. view I have been able.to take of this subject, 
I must believe that the General Assembly, in the passage of 
this bill, have acted under a mistaken view of the intent and 
frue’construction of the act of Congress, and a misapprehen-: 
sion of the value of the fund donated for a public building, 
and the consequences of the measure, With the highest re- 
spect for.themembers of this General Assembly, I beg leave 
to stiggest, that the- first act and duty to bè performed by.

Mr. Farrelly, from the Joint Committee on- the Au- 

ditor’s and Treasurer's Books, made the following 
REPORT: 

The Joint Committėe on the Books of the Auditor and 
Treasurer, Report: That your committee, in conjunc- 
tion with the committee from the House of Representa- 
tives, have, ‘according to order, performed the duties 
assigned them, and after a patient and laborious exam- 
ination of the accounts, books, and vouchers, of the Au- 
ditor and Treasurer, find the state of the Treasury as 
follows, viz: Since the report of the Joint Committee, 
in 1829, there have been warrants drawn on the Treasu- 
ry to the amount of $9,963 972, which, with the amount 
of Scrip reported, as then in circulation, $11,834 28:2, 
and the sum of one hundred and sixty-one dollars fifty- 
one cents, ($161 51) overpaid by the collectors of the 
revenue, makes the sum of $21,959 77, the whole amount 
of debits; on which ayes the sum of eter? 804, 
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ing the amount of Scrip recéivéd from the Treasurer, 


asicancelled, leaves a balance of €8,639 962, the amount 


of Scrip in circulation at this time. The net revenue 

accounted for at the Treasury, since last report, amount-- 
ed to the sum of $14,462 23, of which sum $13,344 803,

them. now in their possession, with the exception of the 
following, drawn by the former Auditor, Geo. W. Scott 
and bearing date the 20th October, 1829, viz: One ir 
favor of Geo. W. Scott, for $81 25; one in favor of 
Thos. Hubbard, for $100; two in favor of Wm. B. R.

On examination of 
the Books and those warrants, it appears the salaries 
were due to those persons at the time the warrants were 
drawn, and doubtless, the proper vouchers were given, 
but no record has ever been‘made on the Auditor’s Books, 
and the present Auditor denies having received any suclr 
from his predecessor. The annexed statement, marked 
A, shows the amountof warrants drawn under the appro- 
priations of 1829, and the unexpended balances of said ap- 
propriations. - The Auditor, as will appear by this state- 
ment, has overdrawn on several of the sums appropri- 
ated, viz: on specific appropriations, the sum of $308; 
on criminal prosecutions, the sum of $106 21; on sal- 
aries of Prosecuting Attornies, $30; on salaries of Au- 
ditor and Treasurer, the sum of ,$95 30: making to-

counts. certified by the Executive)—but there. being no 
precedent or law, heretofore, authorizing the allowance 
of such claims, the committee feel it their duty to na- 
tice them, viz: an account for books and stationary for 
ihe Adjutant General’s office; $2564.

‘They are new practising accor- 
ding to existing laws, but may be deprived of their trade by 
a retrospective act, unless they will pay a tax of fifteen dol- 
jars, and answer a few questions to the satisfaction of this 
Board of medical literati, about to be created an intelléct- 
ual aristocracy in this remote region. ‘The power is to be 
vested for ten years, beyond the control of the People or 
their Representatives. If any of this learned body. should 
die or resign, the yacancy is to be filled by-the survivors ef 
the Board; and, should this learned aristocracy be partial, 
or actuated by party-spirit, the unfortunate victim of their 
wengeance or prejudice, is ruined, without hope of redress. 
To the Legislature or the People, no:power is reserved to 
elect a new Board, or te make any change init. In the 
language of one of your memorials to Congress, this 
bill proposes to erect a power and influence derogatory to 
Jiberty and our free institutions ; and, to forbear to arrest. 
any outrage upon the rights and liberties of the people, would, . 
ob my .part, be a-crime indeed. -7 

The bill farther provides, that, if any Physiciań or Sur- 
geon shall presume to. exercise his profession without the 
permission of this learned, Board, it shall not be lawful fpr 
.- chim to colleet his debts for professional services ; and, for 
the first offence, he shall forfeit any sum net-less than two 
nor more than five hundred dollars, to be recovered on motion 
of- the Prosecuting Attorney, and, for the second offence, 
the poor Doctor who cannot answer a few questions put- by 
this learned and scientific Board, is to. pay double that sum, 
and is, moreover, to be imprisoned not exceeding six months, 
at the discretion uf the Court. Neither the merciful dis- 
cretion of ajury, or the trial by jury, is secured to him, 
which is allowed to murderers,horse thieves and other felons. 

The bill further provides, thatany Physician, who shall 
procure a diploma from any College of Physicians, or i+ 
cense from any Medical Board, shall be entitled to a license 
. from the Board created by this billsupon the payment.of 
fifteen dollars. All moneys received for licenses granted, 
or fines collected, are to-be paid tọ the Treasurer of the 
Board, for the use and benefit of the Board. No man or wọ- 
qian can Practice Medicine or, Su rgery in this Territory, for 
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` ten- -years to come, without the leave of this Board, and the 
payment of a tax of fifteen dollars. It is well known to the 
learned Doctors, that midwifery is a branch of medical sci- 
ence, and studied in medical schools; and it is worthy of 
” Femark, that the bill contains no express exemption or ex- 
‘ception in favor of female midwives, -who may, possibly, by 
: pursuing their trade, be exposed to the pains and penalties 
prescribed by this bill. Ifevery old woman engaged in the 
` „practice of midwifery.is to pay a tax.of fifteen dollars to 
_ this Board, she must raise her fees, and the bill would im- 
pose an oppresiye burden on the poor, prolific, and useful 
part of the population of this country. m ! 
Let it be remembered; that the country is in its infancy, 
without Medical or other Colleges, and cannot be expected 
to afford a class of learned and scientific men, qualified for | 
the important and irresponsible trust contemplated by the . 
Dill: If, in any future stage of your political existence, a 
regulation of this kind, in any form, and howeyer qualified, 
would be wise or politic, it is now premature. It seems to 
me that you-are not now prepared forsuch a measure. Ken- 
tucky bas been a State for nearly forty years, and has a Me- 
dical College of high reputation; but has never imposed 
any such restrictions upon the free agency of individuals.— 
She has left it to time, experience, circumstances, and the 
good sense of the community, to put down quackery in the 
. medical profession, although frequent attempts have been 
. made in her Legislature to interfere by law. They have 
root Doctors, Indian Doctors, aud a sort of magic Doctors, 
-who pretend to cure all disedses. A sort of superstition and 
delusion, to which mankind is liable on this as on all other 
‘subjects, must be left to its own cure, without the coercive 
-power of the law. The people of that. State, animated by- 
a sentiment-nearly allied to one expressed by Mr. Jefferson, ' 
-that it is better to tolerate error, while reason is left to 
combat it,” baye thought it wise, and. more congenial with 
the freedom of the citizen, to tolerate quack Doctors, while 
.. the learned and quaiified of the profession are at liberty to 
combat them. They permit men to use medical aid accord- 
ing to their own whims and faith. Ifa man believes that a 
Quapaw, Shawnee, Cherokee, or Choctaw Indian, from his 
superior knowledge of the virtue and effect of roots and 
plants, can render him more service than one versed in all 
the learning of the schools, it is difficult to perceive a good 
'-reason for controlling bis will or faith on the subject. Let 
_every man be free to employ whom he pleases, when he 
alone is concerned. 
No man has more respect than myself, for scientific and 
eminent men in the medical department. They deserve a 
Nigh-rank in-the scale of intellect and usefulness; but I

know, and so’ does every man of experience and observation,’ 
that many, who have gone through a regular course in the 
medical schools, are grossly ignorant of the theory or prac: 
tice of medicine. They are mere smatterers in the science. 
With a piece of parchment in their pockets, and a little su~ 
perficial learning, they are atrogant, rash and more dans 
gerous quacks, than those who adopt the profession from &- 
sort of instinct, or alittle practical observation. Theat- 
ter, conscious of his i ignorance, is timid and cautious ; while 
the former, vain of his learning, is more confident, and bold- 
Fy kills, secundem artem. 

I object to the passage of this bill: 
. Ast. Because the measure, at this time, is premature and 
impolitic, - 

2d. Because the power is too great, and too liable to 
abuse, to be vested-in such a Board for so long a period. 

3d. Because its operation on those now engaged in the 
profession in this: Territory, is retrospective, tyrannical 
and oppressive. - 

4th. - The penalties provided in the bill, are excessive. 
. 5th. The bill violates that part of the Bill of Rights, coh- 
tained in the l4th section of the Organic Law, which de- 
elares, that, “s in all criminal cases, the trial shall be by 
jury of good. and lawful men of the vicinage’’—“* no man 
shall be deprived of his-life, liberty, or property, but by-the 
judgement of-his peers and the law of the land.” 

6th. Because the bill izaposes a heavy and oppressive tax 
on a numerous class of people, ‘not for public-use, but for 
the exclusive benefit of a few privileged individuals. 

Tik. It creates a power and influence derogatory to lib- 
erty and our free institutions. 

8th. The measure, in its present shape, is impolitic, un- 
wise, and against the spirit of freedom.
